The  Parks  Dedication  and  Fee  Update  ordinance  was  passed  in  September  2016  and  took  effect  on 
January  11,  2017.  The  ordinance  requires  most  residential  projects  that  create  new  dwelling  units  or  joint 
living  and  work  quarters  to  dedicate  land  or  to  pay  a  fee  for  the  purpose  of  developing  park  and 
recreational  facilities.
